Bonds of $50,000 each were 
ordered for Leon, Casey and 
Gerald Smit h. 29, an American 
cnargea oy the Marine Corps 
as a deserter. 
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li*m Eugene Dembach and 
Edmupg Rotoy , on {Sfe.upO re- 
co^nislaiify LKhids. Davis Itater 
posted his bond. 

It was Carlin, according to 
U.S. Attorney Ted Bates, who 
piloted a Constellation on the 
bombing raid against Haitian 
President Francois (Papa Doc) 
Duvaller’s palace. One of the 
55-gallon drums bounced 
harmlessly onto the palace 
grounds. 

Burning wicks were at^ 
tached to the drums, but only 
one drum exploded. •
